AN ACT
To repeal section 516.090, RSMo, and to enact in lieu thereof one new section relating
to the statute of limitations for certain actions involving land held by a public

utility.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Section 516.090, RSMo, is repealed and one new section

2 enacted in lieu thereof, to be known as section 516.090, to read as follows:
516.090. Nothing contained in any statute of limitation found in
sections 516.010 to 516.095 shall extend to any lands given, granted,
sequestered or appropriated to any public, pious or charitable use, including

any interest in land described in recorded deed held by a public utility
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as defined in section 386.020, RSMo, or to any lands belonging to this state.
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
